1 was moat agreeably 
disappointed in the character of this portion of 
our Territory, It will compare favorably with 
mountain districts in the old States. New 
Hampshire men and Vermonters would be glad 
to occupy and cultivate ranches scattered all 
along this new route. ‘There are some moun- 
tain passes which would require a comparatively 
small expenditure of money, to render entirely 
practicable for trains going west. Woolsey's 
pass, the first which we encountered, is a deep 
cañon leading into the valley of the Rio Verde, 
ubout four miles from the river. This cañon 
though deep is not precipitous, as “ Hell Canon” 
is, on the old road, and a road can bé made to 
wind around the mountain, making the ascent 
gradual, so that loaded trains can travel over it 
with little difficulty,—this pass is about eighteen 
miles from Woolsey'’s ranch. The only other 
cañon or pass worthy of note in this connection

for the new track. Although hie unwearied 
efforts were not crowned with complete success, 
which they deserved, yet the practicability of a 
good wagon road, on or neur the route over 
which we passed, has been demonstrated, saving 
from seventy to ninety miles distance. 

The season east of the Verde was more ad- 
vanced than at Hort Whipple. The ground was 
covered with an almost infinite variety of flowers 
in full bloom. The cucti, in great variety, was 
algo 10 full bloom, some of which are very beau- 
tiful. The grass was greener and vhicker on the 
ground than at your Post, or than we found after 
crossing the Colorado Chiquito. 

The greatest distance we travelled twithoitt 
water was from Cedar gap to the Colorado, about 
thirty-five miles ıma direct line. This region is 
the most sandy,dry and barren of the entire route, 
yet there are portions of it covered with dense 
forests of cedar. ‘The water wo found at Cedar 
gap we named Oedar tank. Jt appeared to be 
ns permanent as the water at Conifio Caves on 
the old road, being similar in all respecta. 

The scenery on this route in many places, is 
grand and impressing, the bluffs presenting alinost 
every hus and color, and form and shape, from 
the most shapeless to the most perfect symmetry 
far exceeding anything I observed on the Whip- 
plo road.

It 
should not be abandoned saving from positive 
necessity, 

The road to Fort Mohave is conceded to be 
with slight exceptions an excellent one, well 
supplied with water, wood and grass. The cost 
of making it of easy passage for wagons is repro- 
sented as likely to be very small. The connect- 
tng road from Mohave to San Bernardino and 
Jos Angeles, is said to be the best from the Col 
orado westward, Tt follows the Mobave river, 
and is every whera well furnished with the requi 
sibe» fur travel, while the sand is vot so had as 
luwer down upoo the desert. On this road, ns 
upon that from Ta Paz, there are stations, with 
accommodations for man and beast, at intervals 
net exceeding forty miles. 

The trail from here by Wilham’s Fark as hore- 
tofure known has been considered impassable for 
wagons—but Messrs. Dount, Noyes, and the 
gentlemen who lately accompanied them from 
La Paz, have found a way, somewhat north of the 
Fork, by which the distance from Prescott to the 
Colorado will not exceed 115 miles, and over 
which, with the expenditure of a little labor, the 
heaviest trains can ba taken. So confident are 
they of the feasibility of the road, that they are 
determined to bring their saw and quartz mill by 
it, and have returned, with Mr Benedict, to 
make the required improvements. 

These three routes, briefly described, may all, 
we believe, be made entirely practicable for gen- 
eral travel, and thus from a state of compatative 
inaccosgibility we shall find this central and 
promising part of the ‘Termtory placed in easy 
and direct communication with Colorado River, 
and with California, whence moat of our supplies 
must come. The improved navigation of the 
Colorado will doubtless soon crowd the markets 
of La Paz aud the other towns upon the river 
with goods, which, with roads at all passable, 
inust bring them to us at a far cheaper rate than 
they can be supplied from the Rio Urande, de 
spite the difference in the currency. 

T'he interests of the Golorado country are in- 
seperable from those of the Walker and Weaver 
minos, and we bope there will be oo delay in 
making communication prompt and satisfactory. 
No ordinary obstacles should fur a moment be 
allowed to stand in the way of an end so obrvi- 
ously important to all concerned.

a monarchy on om boundary ime in consequence of 
Foreign itervention in Mexican Affairs the propriety 
of ovcupying the Northern States of Mexico by Ameri- 
can troops seems apparent.

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A PROCLAMATION, 


BY JOHN N. GOODWIN, GOVERNOR OF ARIZONA 
TERRITORY, ORDERING AN ELECTION. 


TO ALL WHOM IT MAY CONCERN: 


Wnaeneas, in and by the second Section of an 

‘ act of the Congress of the United States, en- 
titled, “ An Act to provide a temporary gov- 
ernment for the Territory of Arizona, and for 
«ther purposes,” approved February 24, 1863, 
it is enacted “ That the legislative power shall 
consist of a Council of ojne members, and a 
House of Representatives of eighteen.” 

Anp, Wnhergas, in the sume Section it is 
farther enacted, that “ The act orgynizing the 
Territory of New Mexico, and acts amenda- 
tory thereto, together with all legislative en- 
actments of the Territory of New Mexico, not 
inconsistent with this act, are in force in the 
said ‘ferritory of Arizona, until repealed or 
annulled by future legislation.

said act organizing the Territory of New Mex- 
ico, it ig enacted, that “An apportionment 
shall be made, as nearly equal as practicable, 
among the several conoties or districts, for the 
election of the Oouncil and House of Repre- 
sentatives, giving to each section of the Terri- 
tury representation in the ratio of its popula- 
tion, (Indiaus excepted,) as nearly as may be. 
And the members of thie Council and of the 
House of Representatives shall reside in, and 
be inhabitants of, the district for which they 
may be elected respectively. Previous to the 
Brst election, the Governor shall cause a cen 
gus or enumeration of the inhabitants of the

qualified voters of the Territory of Arizona, who 
shall choose by ballot, one delegate to represent 
the people of Arizona in the House of Represen- 
tatives of the thirty-eighth Congress of the Unit- 
oa States. ;

and qualify, as above directed, or in case the 
Jndoes for any district are nat named, then the 
votas fiat appearivs, ab the hour appoint 

ia nunher of five, or more. shall 
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of Election, for smd precinct. who shall 
take the oaths above required, and proceed to 
appoint two competent persons to act‘as Ulerks 
of said precinct. 

It is further ordered and directed, that the 
Clerks of each election orecinct, shall each keep 


a list of the names of all perscns voting in their 


respective districts ;' and, each voter, as he offers 
his vote, shall announce his name in an audible 
voice to the Judge. or Judges, who receive his 
vote. and they skall announce it to the Clerks, 
und shall not receive any other vote until the 
Clerks shall declare the name of such voter writ 
ten. 

The ballots may be written or printed, and 


shall contain the name of the candidate, and of 


his office, in full. p 
It is further ordered and directed, that the 


constables of the several districts, (if there be 


any.) shall attend ‘the election in the precinct 
where they reside, fur the purpose of preserving 
the public peace; and if none attend, then the 
Judges shall appoint one or more special con- 
stables, not exceeding five in number, to perform 
that duty. And the said constables shall, when 
directed by the said Judges, summarily arrest 
any disorderly person, interrupting the proceed- 
ings of said meeting, or committing a breach of 
the peace, and detain him in custody, (but not 
depriving him of the right to vote, if he be a 
legal voter.) until the adjournment of said meet- 
ing, when said Judges shall make complaint 
against him before the proper officer, and cause 
him to be tried for the offence. 

The polls shall be kept open until six o'clock 
P M.of the day of elecuon, and immediately af- 
ter the pulls are declared closed by the Judges 
of said election, they shall proceed publicly to 
examine and count the votes,and see if the votes 
cast agree in number with the poll hats kept by 
the Cl: rks, and if the votes so cast shall exceed 
in number the names on the poll list, the Judges, 
or some one of them, shall take indiscriminately 
from the ballots, a number sufficient to make the 
ballota and poll lists agree. 

After the public counting and examining of 
ga:d votes, the Judges shall proceed to open and 
canvass, publicly, all the ballots cast. and shall 
read, in an audible voice. all of the names on 
each ballot, and shall count the number given 
for each candidate. And the Clerks shall set 
down in their poll books. the name of the person 
voted for, written at full length, the office for 
which such person received such vote, or votes, 
and the number he received. the number being 
expressed at full length. Such entry to be made.

LIVES OF MOUNTAIN MEN. 


WILLTAM GILPIN. 

We karm, from the New York Times, that 
„amwe {ty residents of Colorado, who chanced be 
ibein New York City at a recont day, gave a 
complimentary dinner, at Delmonicoy, to Ex- 
Governor Wilkam Gilpin, of ther rich and grow- 
ing Territory. The Times considers it remarka- 
ble that so many gentlemen living in so remote 
a region, should be in New York at the same 
time, but notat all singular that being there, 
they should unite in paying a tribute of respect, 
and grateful acknowledgment, to one who has 
evinced so zealous and so enthusiastic an inter- 
est in the progress of Uolorado. 

We coincide with the Times. William Gilpin 
is no ordinary man. He has given his life to the 
study of the great West and its illimitable re- 
sources, and to arousing the people to a proper 
estimate of their importance. No one hag a 
more precise and intelligent familiarity with the 
plains and passes, the mesas and cafions, the 
gold fields and silver veins, the wealth and 
progress of what he hag felicitiously termed the 
“ Mountain System ” of our geography, the inter- 
yal which separates the Mississippi Basin from 
the Pacific Ocean No one has labored more 
zealously and ably to establish the feasibility of 
a continental rail road and its necessity to a 
thorough development of “ this republican empire 
of established continental dimensions of policy.” 
No one has more tenaciously urged upon the 
general government the wisdom of a liberal en- 
couragement of the Territories. Long before {he 
parher nyon number, bo avuned that by the rapid 
Ara aatie of now ~ abe. the Immediat. ¿eu 
ppe ofthe bread platters of the eonti onb. 
Land the aswrecution of the Pachie evan ond 
Piesig a omasa, iy pohneal iuquetwi of 
ie rattad Lien would be swarowed mp, ut:

When yet quite a young man, nearly twenty 
years since, he proved his patriotism and intre~ 
pidity as a soldier in connection with the famous 
Doniphan Isxpedition. As Major of the First 
Missouri Mounted Volanters, he bore a conspic- 
uous and honorable partin the great marches 
and marvellous achievements of the remarkable 
campaign in New Mexico and Chihuahua. His 
march against the Navajos to Zuvi, and from 
there to Cebolleta asd Laguna, and thence to 
Valverde, ranked among the brightest successes 
of the Mexican war. JJis passage over the Uor- 
dilleras and unicha Mountains, accomplished, 
as it was, in the depth of winter, when the ob- 
stacles and elements were ten fold more dreadful 
than the foe, with men ‘destitute of everything 
bat “arms and resolution,” is not surpassed in 
the annals of American history. Mr. Galpin is 
the most sanguine, the most intellectual and in- 
defatigable of all our eminent pioneers and trav- 
ellers. Ile loves the wild mountains. and his 
nature affords the happiest confirmation of the 
poetic sentiment of Browning, that 

Thils draw like Heaven, 

And stronger sometimes, holding out their hands 

To pull you from the vile flats up to them.” 

He delights to occupy the foreground of progress, 
avd to clear open the track of empire. “ What 
I have here stated of geographical facts,’ said 
he iu a speech upon the Pacific Railroad, made 
in 1849, “are of my own knoweldge; for which, 
with the works of Lewis and Clarke, Fremont, 
Emory, and Humboldt, I have, during six toil- 
some years of exploration, traversed the countrica 
they described. and the vast intervals between, 
which they Pave never visited. In these wan- 
derings undertaken of my own will, I have de- 
scended the Andes to the Pacific and returned ; 
crossed and recrossed by many routes all the 
basins of the table lands, excepting only that of 
the City of Mexico, and coasted along the base 
of the Sierra Madre from 45° to 25° “This 
mother range Į have crossed and recrossed at 
six different passes in this long interval, and its 
supreme grandeur is stamped indellibly in my 
memory.” : 

In the year 1845 he had presented to the Uor- 
gress of the United States, through Gol. Benton, 
a petition for an overland mail to the Pacifc. 
giving it as his opinion that it could be carried 
from Independence, Mo., in fifteen days, and 
from ocean to ocean in twenty days.

THE ELECTION. 

The first election in Arizona since ite organiza- 
tion as a Territory, occurred on Monday last, the 
18th. So far aa we have heard the proceedings 
were couducted in excellent good feeling. At 
the poll in Prescott there was the utmost har- 
mony, and although the town was copiously sup- 
plied with whiskey, we noticed but few cases 
of intoxication. The returns of the precincts, as 
far as delivered to us at this time, are given in 
another column. It will be seen that Dr. Lieb 
has a small majority for Delegate. This was to 
be expected ın view of Col. Poston’s residence 
below the Gila, and the current behef that his 
interests were wholly there. It was also the 
natural consequence of the report that he has to 
do with a land grant from the Mexican govern- 
ment, which it is proposed to locate in Arizona, 
and which conveys title to mineral as well as 
other lands. His election is, however, hardly a 
matter of question, as by our latest advices we 
are informed that the sentiment below the Gila 
was almost unanimously in his favor. It is not 
unlikely that the returns from Tucson alone, will 
more than counterbalance the majority (if any) 
against him in the upper country. ‘I'he membera 
of the Legislature elect from this district are 
generally good men, and will doubtless work vig- 
orously to promote the best interests of the Ter- 
ritory, The unanimity with which they were 
supported should satisfy them that they should 
pursue a liberal and independent policy, and 
closely study the public good. 


PRESIDENTIAL. 

Two Presidential Nominating Conventions 
have met in the States, one at Oleveland, on the 
3let of May, and one at Baltimore, ou the Tth of 
Jane. The former was composed of Fremont 
men, or “ Radical Democrats,” as they termed 
themselves, and, of course, nominated Fremont 
forthe Presidency. Jobn Cochrane, of New 
York, was put upon the ticket for Vice Presi 
dent. But few prominent men figured in the 
convention, and froin the tone of the papers we 
have received from the East, it doca not appear 
that the movement can amount to much, although 
Fremont and Cochrane have both determined to 
make the race. Atthe Baltimore Union Con- 
vention, Abraham Lincoln was re-nominated, re- 
ceiving every vote cast, saving those of Missouri, 
which were given for General Grant.’ The con- 
vention was very large and influential, aud the 
indications are that Mr. Lincoln will walk over 
the course with ease, although it will somewhat 
depend upon who becomes the nominee of the 
Democratic Convention, which was to have met 
at Chicago, on the 4th of July. 

Andrew Johnson of Tennessee, was nominated 
for the Vice Presidency on the Lincoln ticket. 
and will give it strength. An old line Democrat. 
as Mr. Lincoln is an old line Whig. be is 
a patriot whom the people bave long de 
lighted to honor. 

We have already expreased our approbation of 
the course pursued by Mr. Lincoln within his 
present administration. We believe it to have 
been cautious and wise. 

Accepting the saying of Cleobulus, one of the 
seven wise men of Greece,“ A mean is beat in 
everything,” he has not resorted to extremes 
The radical on either side has met no favor at 
bis bands, His management of pnblic affairs at 
the most -critical period in our national career 
has been such: as to command the approval of all 
moderate and impartial men. His re-election 
Will be far more likely to hasten the restoration 
of honorable peace to our distracted country, than 
would a transfer of the helm of state to inexpe 
tienced bands, at this important hour. 


MAIL FACILITIES, 

There is naturally much inquiry regarding the 
improvement of our mail facilities, or, we should 
say, the establishment of maila, for aa yet we 
have none whatever, and are only permitted to 
communicate with the outer world by the cour- 
tesy of the military authorities. The military 
express connecting with Mesilla and Los Angel- 
es, via Pimo and Tucson, semi-monthly is an ac- 
commodation which we all appreciate, but it is 
quite time that we had regular and frequent 
mails. Before leaving Washington the Govern- 
or and other territorial officials urged upon the 
Postmaster Geveral the importance of an exten- 
sion of the mail service, either from Albuquerque 
or from Mesilla to the Colorado and the Pacitic 
It war understood that a contract would at once 
be given from Mesilla to ‘Tucson, (and possibly 
to Los Angeles,) and we cannot explain why it 
was not done. We have a report that the con- 
tractors demanded an escort of filteen soldiers 
with each mail, which the government was not 
willing to allow. We can hardly believe that 
sach an excessive demand was made, when it ia 
notorious that the military express has never 
been molested, although carried with a mucb 
smaller guard. 

Whatever may have been the danger from the 
Apaches, it no longer exiats to. an extent de- 
manding any protection beyond that of two or 
three wide awake men, and we hope that some 
individual or company will at once make a prop- 
osition to the Postoffice Department for mail 
service throughout the Territory which it car 
accept. i 

The convenience of the civil government, of 
our citizens universally, and indeed the develop- 
ment of our country, in which the liveliest inter- 
est is felt, both in the Atlantic and Pacific 
States, all impel us in imploring the general 
government to/use all possible dispatch in pro- 
viding us with at least such mail facilities as have 
been given other ‘l'erritories in their early days, 
We do not ask more, until warranted by an in- 
crease of population. 

To the appeals of the Territorial officers, 
which have been frequent and urgent, we add the 
voice of the people, which, speaking through the 
press, is loud and earnest in demanding that Ari- 
zona shall no longer be kept without the advan- 
tages which are her right, aud without which her 
advancement must be seriously r varded. 
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THE TERRITORIAL LAWS, 

When the Territorial oficials were in New 
Mexico, on their way here, they made strenuous 
efforts to procure copies of the laws of that Ter- 
ritory. which forthe preset are in force here. 
They succeeded ın obtaining but one complete 
set—that now in the office of Secretary McCor 
mick. Neither of the United States Judges, 
who have held their courts. have had the laws 
before them, and none of the appointees of 
the Governor have been able to learn their duties. 
To remedy as far as possible the inconvemence 
resulting from this state of affairs, the Secretary 
has in preparation printed slps containing the 
laws governing the Territorial officers, which he 
willat an early day distribute to the various Pro- 
bate Judges, Alcaldes, Sheriffs, Constables, and 
Notaries Public, to be used until new and better 
laws are provided. The New Mexican statutes 
are not only crude and incongruous in the ex 
treme, but the order or disorder ia which they 
are printed leaves much tothe conjecture of the 
reader. The books are irregular in form and 
plan, miserably indexed, and. for the moat part, 
shabbily printed. While the laws reflect no 
particular credit upon their authors, the manner 
of their publication is highly discreditable. Tn 
common with all of our citizens who have an ac- 
quaintance with them, we hope for their prompt 
rejection by the Legislature. ‘The code carefully 
prepared by Juage Howell, of the First District, 
and based upon those of Ualifornia and Nevada, 
or any laws simple, intelligible and comprehen- 
sive, will be avast improvemert upon these blind 
and inconsistent statutes. 


Tae Pusiic Buinpinea.—As it is now known 
that the Governor will convene the Legislature 
at Prescott, much haa been said about the erec- 
tion of public buildings. The following”is, we 
believe, a correct statement of the steps taken 
by Secretary McCormick, to whom the prepara- 
tions for the accommodation of the Legislature 
are by law entrusted. 

Finding by his instructions from Washington, 
(there being yet no appropriation for public 
buildinga,) that he was not authorized to expend 
more for rooms than would have-been necessary 
for rent, had the capital been fixed at an old 
sett'ement, he sought to fird and hire for the 
seasion, some suitáble building among those in 
course Of construction. This being impossible, 
he received proposals for building, but the lowest 
of these 80 much exceeded the amount which he 
felt authorized to expend, that he was in doubt 
as to what to do, when Van C. Smith, Esq., pro- 
posed to put up a structure, for business pur- 
poses, to ba ready by or before the first of Səp- 
tember, and to be temporarily fitted up for the 
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oqiities aa to whether] plan was approved by the

Europe to procure the best varietiva of vines cul- 
tivated there,and the result of his expedition 
was the introduction into the State of fourteen 
hundred species, comprising one handred thous- 
and vines. This stimulated enterprise, and large 
numbers of persons planted vineyards and culti- 
vated improved varieties of vines, 80 that the 
yield of the wine crop has increased from 
443.000 gallons in [562 to an average annual 
product at the preacut time of 3,800,000 gallons 
A large tract of land has been recently pur- 
chased by a German company, who have already 
planted three hundred thousand vines. Other

Arizona would, in many districts, seem to have 
the same advantages for grape culture that are 
found in southern California, and if proper atten 
tion be given t+ the matter, we muke no doubt 
that within a very few years our native and 
wholesome wines will be as famous and as et- 
tractive, if not a3 profitable, as our quartz lodes 
and placers.
